Bald Cypress and Tupelo Gum 

are the trees that grow in the black water swamp at Cypress Gardens.  These trees have 

tannin in their leaves that stains the water and makes it look dark.  Woody knees that 

stick up out of the swamp are part of the root system of the Cypress trees and help to hold 

the trees in place.  Many animals make their homes in the swamp; some live in the trees, 

some in the water, and some hide among the cattails and irises along the edge.
